CAriTAL  LEAVING  IRELAND 


ON  CONSTITUTIONAL  RIGHTS 

Tho  sttoiMtsr  of  the  judgment  brought  to 

on  the  findings  of  the  Kldd  CommltteO  Is 
.  ated  by  the  change  of  heart  experteaeod 
inflts  recommendation  affecting  the  Legislattro 
A»cmbly.  In  the  first  draft  of  Its  report  pre- 
sented to  the  Provincial  Government  the  recom- 
mendation was  made  that  for  the  next  five 
yehr.s  "the  Lcglslathrc  Assembly  consist  of  four- 
teen members,  each  representing  a  Dominion 
electoral  rkUnf."  The  statement  was  made  that 
"not  only  will  a  small  House  of  fourteen  mem- 
bel-8  tend  to  simplify  the  whole  course  of  legls- 
lafT*  pfoesdure,  but  It  wlU.  in  our  opinion, 
eliminate  party  politics "  The  absurdity  of  the 
foiegolng  recommendation  was  brought  to  the 
atmntlon  of  tbe  committee,  and  It  doubled  the 
nitfnber  of  members  which  It  now  proposes  as 
fitting    as   a    personnel    for    the  Legislative 

The  Kldd  Committee  was  a  footloose  board  of 
investigation  according  to  tbe  tenor  of  its  report, 
n  was  not  bound  by  the  tsrms  of  tho  lottoc  from 

Dr.  S.  F.  Tolmle  sanctioning  the  inquiry  In 
that  letter  the  Oovenunent  oflcred  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Kldd  Committee,  no  aseertaln  and 
report  to  the  Government,  at  as  early  a  date 
the  ftn""*'  rfvfnuf  thftt  r^"  xcASon - 
aUy  be  anticipated,  bearing  to  mind  tiM  require- 
ments of  essential  provincial  .services  as  well  as 
the  burdens  already  borne  by  the  Industries  of 
this  province,  and  the  paramount  necessity  of 
preserving,  and,  if  po.sslb'le.  extending  the 
capacity  of  such  industries  to  maintain  as  large 
a  population  as  possible.**  That  was  the  scope 
defined  for  the  committee.  It  did  not  adhere 
to  it.  The  report  discusses  the  virtues  of  con- 
stitutional government,  the  powers  of'  the 
Lieutenant-Governor,  makes  strictures  on  party 
politics,  attempts  to  define  not  only  what  should 
be  the  composition  of  the  teflslatlve  Assembly, 
but  of  the  Government  itself  In  fact,  It  has 
wandered  far  afield  from  the  limits  set  by  the 
Government,  a  privilege  which  a  Royal  Com- 
mission, constituted  by  authority  of  the  Crown, 
would  never  have  had  power  to  do.  In  these 
matters,  therefore,  a  percentage  of  the  report 
merely  expresses  personal  opinions  and  pious 
hopef5.  such  as  might  have  been  expressed  by 
any  one  of  thousands  of  our  cltlaens. 

The  Kldd  Committee  exceeded  its  rights  In 
attempting  to  interfere,  by  recommendation,^ 
with  the  composjypn  <A..  the  Cabinet  and  ther 
Legislative  Asscmn^r,  Just  as  It  exceeded  Its 
rlRhts  In  other  directions.  It  had  not  the 
powers  of  a  Royal  Commission,  but  It  may  be 
Mnimed  thlit  It  must  have  been  bound  by  the 
limitations  Imposed  on  such  a  body.  For  the 
information  of  all  those  who  may  be  disposed 
to  tafeo  the  findings  In  the  Kldd  Report  with 
greater  seriousness  than  they  warrant,  It  is  well 
to  bring  to  mind  the  constitutional  responsibility 
of  the  elected  representatives  of  the  people.  In 
commissions  oj  Inquiry,  relative  to  matters  af- 
fecting government,  theee  can  only  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Crown  or  by  the  head  of  any 
department  of  state,  "to  examine  Into  a  par- 
ticular grievance,  or  alleged  defect  In  the 
•dmlhlstratlon  of  a  piblle  d^wrtmcnt,  or  to 
collect  Information  on  any  Important  public 
question,  and  advise  the  Crown  upon  the  same." 
Toddf  ParllansntMy  Qovimment  oudBM  the 
lOllowlnK  clear: 

"It  wculd  be  unconstitutional  to  refW  to  a 
royaji  commission,  subjects  which  are  connected 
with  the  elementary  duties  of  the  executive 
government,  and  with  its  relation  to  Parlia- 
ment; or  to  tevestlgmttf  a  grievance  which  MrtMs 
out  of  a  particular  decision  of  Parliament,  on  a 
given  question;  or  to  appoint  a  commission  with 
a  view  to  mtft  the  rwponstbUlty  of  mlnUters 
in  any  matter;  or  to  do  the  work  of  existing 
departments  of  state,  which  possess  all  needful 
faeUMM  for  obtaining  Infonnatlon  upon  ques- 
tions of  detail,  and  which  are  directly  respons- 
ible to  Parliament;  or  to  inquire  into  acts  of 
mlseondvet  which  may  have  boon  committed  by 
a  judge,  or  a  mlnl.sfer  of  state,  which  should  be 
Investigated  by  the  House  of  Commons,  or  Into 
the  eonduet  of  persons  ehargMl  with  criminal 
offences,  except  they  be  officers  of  the  Crown, 
and  the  right  of  Inquiry  into  their  conduct  by 
commission  Is  expressly  dertrod  from  ftn  Act  of 
Parliament.  Neither  shall  a  commission  be  ap- 
pointed unless  the  Government  is  prepared  to 
give  definite  Instnietlons  to  the  commissioners 
A  commission  of  Inquiry  shall  be  limited  In  Its 
(derations  to  obtaining  information,  and  sug- 
gesting the  points  to  whl<^  It  ml^t  be  ex- 
pedient that  legislative  or  executive  action 
should  be  directed.  No  commission  should  be 
Invited  to  enter  upon  any  question  of  policy, 
leet  It  should  trench  upon  the  proper  limiLs  of 
ministerial  responsibility,  and  upon  ground 
which  belongs  to  PwttUMiii'* 


One  result  of  the  policies  being  pursued  by 
Mr.  de  Valera  in  his  governance  of  the  Irish  Free 
State  Is  that  capital  is  leaving  the  country.  The 
reports  of  Irish  banking  for  the  last  half  year 
show  a  reduction  ul  some  18  per  cent  in  aggregate 
•amlngs.  It  Is  noted  that  holders  of  shares  In 
ftee  State  banking  organisations  are  selling 
them.  Many  who  tiave  deposits  and  current  ac- 
counts In  the  Irish  banks  arc  transferring  their 
money  to  Britain.  One  observer  says  that,  be- 
cause of  the  present  coiulltlon  of  the  agricultural 
situation,  "the  Irish  farmers,  upon  whom  the 
Irish  Free  State  banking  organizations  largely 
depend  and  whom  they  finance  in  many  respects, 
are  now  being  placed  through  the  fall  in  prices 
in  such  a  position  that  they  will  not  be  able  to 
pay  their  loans  to  the  banks."  The  situation  is 
emphasized  by  the  admission  of  Mr.  de  Valera 
that  the  foreign  markets  he  has  talked  so  much 
about  for  Irish  produce  are  "vanishing  into  thin 
air.'

him  enough  margin  to  take  cart  of 
the  slightest  error  In  tloUnff.  His 
left  arm  was  foldlnc  up  oaif  the 
tiniest  m  ai  n  ^atUat  aftar  Im- 
pact Dm  inatniBtor  said  that  as 
he  paw  Qldar  tha  tr,  !,  ;.  ■,  ■j.nM 
bafor  the  arm  to  lu.a  h  mue 
sooner  before  Impact  and  that  his 
game  would  suffer  until  he  could 
•ohool  hlBMtlf  to  hit  OMnm  the 
ball. 

This  was  a  very  interesting 
thought  when  I  first  heard  It  from 


the  instrootar  hlnaolf.  I  watehod 
the  young  pro  vary  oarafully  and 
I  could  aaa  that  &a  danger  was 
really  there.  Bat  studying  the  pic- 
tures over  and  over  again,  and  then 
watching  the  man  play,  it  seems 
perftvtly  plain  lo  me  that  the  posi- 
tion of  his  left  foot  could  vary 
easily  b«  tiie  cause  of  his  traafbla. 
THWAKTS  HIT  TU«N 
In  this  case  the  left  foot  ts  placed 
so  that  the  toe  points  straight  to 
the  front  of  the  player,  at  a  right 
angle  to  the  line  of  play.  Hie  lura 
of  the  body  during  the  backswlng 
Ls  ample  and  the  left  arm  Is  ad- 
mirably straight.  But  as  the  hands 
return,  in  the  act  Ot  hitting,  to  their 
approximate  location  at  addraiB, 
the  hips  hBTs  fooad  thamselm 
thwartad  In  their  turn  by  tbe  posi- 
tion of  tha  left  foot,  which  has  so 
placed  the  muscles  and  jolnus  of 
the  legs  that  a  further  movement 
Ls  not  ixxs&ible  without  great  strain. 
The.  left  hip  thu.s  blocked  In  turn 
blocks  the  aiiiii.  .so  that  the  swing 
can  be  completed  only  by  relaxing 
the  left  elbow.  So  long  as  this 
occurs  any  tllttanfm  after  tha  baU 
has  been  atruok  Bvarythtaf  la  Ibvaly. 
But  whenever  It  happens  tha  least 
bit  before,  the  shot  must  be  ruined. 

The  plsyers  with  the  best  leit 
arms— those  who  hit  through  ior 
several  Inches  past  the  ball  and 
allow  themselves  ample  margin  — 
are  the  most  con-sistent  performers. 
It  win  be  found  that  these  men  all 
turn  the  left  toe  outward,  that  % 
toward  the  hole,  to  some  degiwa. 
In  every  case,  at  Impact  the  laft 
hip  has  turned  baek  away  from  tba 
Una  oC  play  where  it  offers  no  ob- 
struction to  the  arms. 

In  determining  the  placing  of  the 
left  foot,  remember  that  the  body 
must  turn  conifortablv  both  ways. 
So  It  must  not  be  placed  to  offer 
an  obstruction  to  motion  in  either 
direction  But  the  turn  backwaid 
Is  more  slowly  done  and  therefori 
can  overcome  some  rniitanna.  irttfla^ 
the  turn  forward,  being  vary  rapid
